Jr.KFF.nsoN Citv, Mo., Miy 30.
Decoration day w.ts observed hero In
tho usual manner, but an attractive
feature of the occasion was an ad-
dress from lion. John J. Ingalls, of
Kansas. Owing to inclement whether,
the addiess was delivered tills even-
ing in tho hall of tho houso of repre-
sentatives, l'ho hall was crowded
almost to suffocation, and Mr. Ingalls'.
delivered an address that pleased
every one. Substantially be said :

"My military service was so brief,
inglorious and obscure that I always
feel a sense of apprehension in ad-

dressing an assemblage of soldiers.
I was in two or thrco companies and
under fire, and I assuro you that I
was as badly terrified as If I had been
in every engagement from Bull Hun
to Appomattox. In one of the en-
gagements I saw a Missouri baltety
prcparo to open llro on the position
we occupied. During that time .the
minutes were prolonged into hours
and hours into eternity of liuio and I
remember distinctly of observing th.it
llio rocks and trees were inadetpiutu
lo the demands of the occasion. Hut
I feel that thero is a boud of trepida-
tion between us all. I was certainly
as ftightcned as any man who served
in tho war and if a man is entitled to
recompense on the ground of being
scared I am entitled to as much pen-
sion as any one who lived through the
war.

"I accepted with gratitude tlio in-

vitation of James A. Unrlleld post, of
this city, to cohibiatu with them the
anniversaty eommcmoratiw: of those
who gave the full measure uf their de-
votion that you and I may enjoy what
we have. It ii a source of gralilica-tio- n

that I am permitted to address
comrades of the G. A. It. and explain
what the organization means. It Ua
source of gratiliuation that at this
capital the ayoeafions of life are sus;
ponded and the peopc are assembled
to commemorate the day . It is the
caitse for which men died that in-

duces this assemblage heio today,
npd the natjou scatters llowers of
benediction over their graves. i)f
what avail Is life or laud if freedom
fails.

"I do not apologise for tho exist-
ence of the G. A. It. or its "organiza.
tion, or right tu oxUl, but there is
prevalent a disposition to question the
propticty of survivors of the late war
associating together to relate inci-
dents of the war and icview old ties.
There is an objection lo the badges
and a perpetuation of the memories
of tho conflict, I do not q vcad thp
objects of the O . A. U.

"I stand here against all challenges
and accusers to alllrm .that the (i. A.
It. Is the most patriotic of all organi-
zations. The Fourth of July U a day
that perpeltiatcs Jliat which might
better be forgotten, but who dare aay
that the Folltth of July shall be known
no more? The G, A. I. tommeino.
rates events of a most heroin aud

conflict.
"What would bo the condition of

Missouri if the men whose
graves were decorated had not given
their lives, or tlio men who either
wear this tinifunn or sleep in their
silent graves!1 There would have
been no Union, no United States and
the name would have been blotted
fiom tho map of the world. Had
they not Ml we should y Inve
celebrated a government founded
upon ibvory, tobelliun ni,d

But for Hit m the constitu-

Mr. Ingalls delivered a glowing
eulogy on llio la'st review of Jlliu army
before it was disbanded. The

army that had carried the
battlellags from Gettysburg lo the
Gulf, and then conqueied itself by
refusing lo sei.u lliu property of the
completed, although entitled' to it un-
der the rules of war and when within
their powder lo'do so. This, the
speaker said, was n proud ttiustiph
for the men who were entitled to these
great results, but conquered them-
selves, aud then quietly resumed the
duties they had abandoned yeats be-

fore. Tho speaker (hen returned to
the question of the claims of the sold-

iers on this government.
"His claim," said .Mr. Ingalls, "Is

based on justice. It was a part of
his service. He fulfilled his contract,
and tho government should not do
less. The common soldiers were paid
from Sill to S10 per month and were
allowed 8 10 to S Hi per year for cloth-
ing. The rations, when they got
tliem, were worth about S7 .i() per
mouth. In all, an able bodied sold-
ier received, directly or indirectly,
about Slc'Jfil) for thitty-si- x months'
service and the govurnineiil assumed
to conttibuio to his support in case
of disability or to his relatives in case
of death.

"But the soldier suffered financial
los. At home ho would have earned
tit the ralo of wages p.iid 8700 per
year, or 2,100 for three years, and
thus cadi soldier wltu served three
years practically donated not less
than 81,000. Of the three year men

there wore 2, .'120, 272, and to offset
Iheirloss there is still due $1,000,.
000,000. This is due by just book-
keeping and payable. It is an hon-

est debt and can only be avoided by
repudiation. The bondholder were
treated differently. Thoy wore 'paid
81.(100,000,000 more tlnti this.

"II is said that the pension laws
exceed all just bounds, aud that mod-

ern history affords qo such examples
of inuuilieoncc on a p ut of a govern-
ment. There was no war like it.
From April, 18HI, to May, 180 1, thero
wore 2, 00 battles fought. Thero
were 110.070 killed, 273,000 wound-
ed and 100,000 deaths occurred from
various causes pertaining thereto. In
thf war hcttvci n France and Germany
the latter only lost 28,277 killed and
.S.',000 wounded. We lost more than
Kiiropc combined lias lost since the
battle of Wateiloo. .More than Great
Britain hna loU In all the battles
fought dining tliu pa3t 500 yrars.

"Our government has fallen short
of its duly. I believe that I was the
originator of tho arrears of pension
act. It passed tlio senate on my mo-tiu-

and I have since been dcuoquu.
cd as the most picturesque robber of
the century, but It did not go far
enough, Jtbllce never will be done
by tlio government until arrears of
pensions aie paid to every one fiotu
the d.ite of his pension, and justice
will not be done until every soldier is
placed on the pension rolls on account
of his service,

''lleccnlly It was my good fortune
to visit the SJtlt'i. At Atlant:', I look-
ed upon the dark forests through
which Sherman matched to the fea,
and I tr iced the battlefield! from At-
lanta to Chickainaujra aud Cliatla-ncjjg-

w.is. at Montgomery ollt'
nihty moonlight night and looking up
in that strange, light I saw the grand
column erected to Ihegovernment Unit
was. I stood in Nov Orleans and
gnzvd on the bronze ellly of a great
military leader of the South, anil the
equestrian statue of Albert Sidney
Johnson. I am not hero lo criticise
those Cftliil.llloin, I honor an I uv-er- e

the south for its devotion lo hs
leaders.

"If thoy did not perpetuate the
memory ot victories and defeats they
uould bo unworthy of being called
American ciliz ns. Had I been n
Southern, man I woulJ doubtless have
dotip ns they did. Had tho stars and
bars succeeded I would have kept tho
old llig and told my children how I
loved it. But history was not writ-
ten that way. On my Hip In

I didn't seo anything to com-
memorate Hto memory of any Union
soldier, Lincoln, Grant, Sheridan, or
any one.

"But if history slul not ho rewrit-
ten, the names of those great men
nod the great principles for which
they fought shall be perpetuated, and
they must bo parpoiualod by the
Grand Army of tliu Republic, for it
will be done nowhere eise, and thoy
e.tn bo perpetuated without impugn-
ing tliu' motives of those who are In-

separably united with u?.
"No man now wauls tdavery or se-

cession. I have sometimo3 thought
a foreign war would bo a good thing
to weld tho country.

"Then all would unilo to help thrash
a foreign foe. Wo have but one
enemy, atpl ihuv Is qruat Britain,
May war ever bo ayerjed, but if
wo eyer do haye a war, I hope it may
be wltli Great Britain. I hope th'.ir
insincerity maysqino llir(j bo remem-
bered. Then I ktiow all woqld unite
to perpetuate ll'o counlrv."
